We will establish, at the sa’ne time, a small 
monthly journal to circularise to about 100 groups 
cf travellers in Britain and Ireland. 

Donald Kertrick asks you (perhaps Tchalai can do this) 
to write a pamphlet ( an official documsit) for 
circular! sation .among all the groups in Bulgaria. He 
wants about 50 copies. He waits to know what the 
International Gypsy Committee plans to do, bearing in mind 
that some of hi s Bulgarian Gypsy friends are Communist 
Party members and have a particular view point. 

He will have the pamphlet translated into Bulgarian and 
Romanes and will print it here in Loudon, for distribution 
next year. 

Meanwhile, we are going to produce a pamphlet for
